Thank you for your letter of August 1 , 2007, requesting an update in the status of Paul 
Barrett's pardon application.

It may ultimately be to the benefit of | |to wait the full five years to 
demonstrate that he has become fully rehabilitated and is a contributing member of society 
Moreover, in recent times, Presidents have tended to grant pardons only a decade or more after 
the conviction.
